AX INTERVIEW WITH FORREST. 


HI* Version of th* F«rt Pillow Mai. 


A correspondent of the New (Menus 


True Delta describes a recent interview 
with the rebel General Forrest, at Meridan 
Miss. Forrest, he says, is a man of fine 
appearance, about six feet in height: dark 
piercing haz»l eyes ; carefully trimmec 
moustache and chin whiskers, dark as 
night; finely cut features, and iron grey 
hair. His form is lithe, plainly indicat- 
ing great physical power and activity. The 
writer asked, after some preliminary ques- 
tions: 
J H 


" Now that you have time. General, do 


you think you will ever put upon paper 
the true account of the Fort Pillow affair?" 
" Well," said he, " the Yankees ought 


to know; they sent down their best men 
to investigate the affair." 
" But are wo to believe their report. 
General?" 
^ 


" Yes, if we are to believe anything a 


nigger says. When I went into the war I 
meant to fight. Fighting means killing. 
I have lost twenty-nine horses in the war, 
and have killed a man each time. The 
other day I was a horse ahead, but at Sel- 
ma they surrounded me and I killed two 
—jumped my horse over a one horse wag 
on, and got away." I began to think I 
iad some idea of the man at last. He con- 
tinued: "My Provost Marshal's book 
will show that I have taken 31 000 pris- 
oners during the war. 
At Fort Pillow I 


sent in a flag of truce, and demanded an 
unconditional surrender, or I would not 
tnswer for my men. This they refused. 
' sent them another note, giving them one 
hour to determine. This they refused. 
I 


could see the river boats loaded with troops. 
Chey sent back, asking for an hour more. 
. gave them twenty minutes. I sat on my 
lorse during the whole time. The fort 
wa s filled with niggers and deserters from 
our army ; men who lived side by tide with 
ny men. I waited five minutes after the 
*ime, and then blew my bugle for the 
:harge. In twenty minutes my men were 
iver the works, and the firing had ceased, 
"he citizens and Yankees had broken in 
he heads of whisky and lager beer barrels, 
and were all drunk. They kept up firing 
JI the time, as they went down the hill, 
lundreds of them rushed to the river and 
ried to swim to the gunboats, and my men 
hot them down. The Mississippi river 
was red with their blood for three hundred 
ards. During all this, their flag was still 
ying, and I rushed over the works and 
ut the halyards and let it down, and then 
topped the fight. Many of the Yankees 
rere in tents in front, and they were in 
heir way, as they concealed my men, and 
omo of them set them on fire. If any were 
"turned to death it was in these tents. They 
iave a living witness in Capt. Young, their 
iuartermaster. who is still alive, and I will 
eave it to any prisoner I have ever taken, 
f I have not treated them well."

Reconstruction and Negro Suffrage. 


The problem of reconstruction daily 


grows more and more puzzling. Presi- 
dent Johnson finds authority for appoint- 
ing military Governors, excluding certain 
white classes from the-privileges oLthe 
ballot on account of their manifest dislov- 
ality, but there his constitutional powers 
seem to end. He cannot find any. consti- 
tutional authority to enfranchise loyalty 
with a black skin. That is too much for 
him. By the same rule (one would think) 
that he excludes the white rebel from the 
polh, who has fought under Lee and John- 
ston for the overthrow of the government, 
he might enfranchise the colored loyalist 
who has fought under Sherman and Thorn- 
as for its maintenance. If the plea of 
public necessity be set up for tho one why 
not make it forthe other? The President's 
logic would need very little stretching to 
cover both cases. 


But we are not disposed to find fault 


with the action of the President because 
he refuses to g<> any farther in this matter. 
-Many good patriotic people of the North 
were in the habit of finding a great deal of 
limit with Mr. Lincoln for nut moving fast- 
er than he did, but the sequel invariably 
proved that he did what was best not only 
for the country, but for the cause of eman- 
cipation. The problem of ••" reconstruc- 
tion " as it ie called, is one of the might- 
iest that ever challenged the attention of 
any people, and, as is often- -•thetia-'e, it 
is much easier to growl about what is 
being done to solve it than to point 
out a better way eurselves. Oar ablest and 
bei-c statesmen differ very viidely upon 
thotiC points, and most of thorn must be 
left alone until the necessities of the case 
settle them for us, an other new questions 
have boon settled by the inexorable logic 
of events *jnce the war began., for our 
own part, we are anxious to see every 
person 
enjoy 
the 
right of 
suffrage 


who 
can 
read 
and 
write without 


restrictions as tu color, tex, or religion. 
If all that is desired in this respect can- 
nut now be obtained we will gladly accept 
what we can get and patiently bide our 
time, knowing that 


" Kver tberight comns uppermost 
And ever is justice done.7' 


When the golden era of universal suft'rage 
comes in its fullness (as come it must) no 
man • or woman who contributes a cent to 
the support of the government under 
which he or she may live, will be denied 
the use of the ballot in shaping its policy 
and regulating its affairs. To allow rep- 
resentation wherever there is taxation is 
democracy in one of its simplest forms, 
and to deny suffrage to any but criminals 
i» not democratic at all. 


But by what right or consistency do we 


of Wisconsin complain because the col- 
ored men of North Carolina aud Virginia 
are not enfranchised, while we have per- 
fiistentJy denied the ballot to the same 
men in our own State. 
We see a very 


large nioie in President Johnson's eye, but 
do not perceive the beam in our own eye. 
The colored men of Wisconsin can nearly 
all read and write; they all pay a tax ; 
they are generally intelligent, industrious, 
well behaved and many of them well off, 
tvhile those of the South are ignorant and 
depraved, just released from a state of 
bondage that brutalizes and degrades, and 
they are illy prepared to exercise this high 
prerogative. 
And we say it comes 


with a bad grace from 
us, so kins 


as 
we have 
not 
the moral cour- 


age to do justice to .our own citizens, 
to clamor for the President to do arbitrari- 
ly what we refuse to do and can do legite 
mately. Let us set our own house in order 
before we trouble ourselves about our 
neighbors.

Karl) Shearing of Bh«ep. 


A correspondent ot the Ohio farmer 


makes the following remark in favor ol 
shearing aheep early in the season : 
" We ohear early, from the fact that 


from several years' experience we have 
found that sheep thrive better, and wil 
clip annually more wool than when shorn 
late. It may be asked why theep thorn 
early trill dip more wool than late shorn 
sheep ? My answer to this is, that an All 
Wise Providence has constituted every 
thing, animals as well as human beings 
to adapt themselves' to the circumstance! 
in which they are placed. Hence, when 
the weather becomes warn, and the fleece 
becomes burdensome, Nature goes to work 
to throw off this unnecessary amount o 
clothing. The first indication of this wil 
be seen on the belly, then the legs, and 
about the face, and it is not an unfrequen 
thing before shearing time to see an ani 
mal nearly naked. On the other band, ii 
the sheep is shorn early, they, for a while 
require more protection, and Nature brings 
every power into exercise to supply -thi 
demand— Many wool-growers in Vermon 
have practiced early shearing for a few 
years past, and I believe it u generally 
conceded that it is better for the sheep than 
the old practice of late shearing. The only 
objection that is made is, that wool buyers 
are afraid to buy unwashed wool, and wil 
sometimes take the advantage of them. I 
it were not for this and one more, which '. 
have not space to mention in this article 
washing sheep would soon be out of prac 
tice in this vicinity. 


In closing this article, I will say that w. 


consider it a foolish practice to wash sheep 
no matter whether the shearing is to be 
done early or late ; but our principal rea 
son for taking this side of the question ia 
that the shearing may be done earlier ii 
the season."
